TOKYO, Jan, 2.—-(AP)—Two enemy columns, striking 
along the main roads to Seoul, today were reported only 14 
and 17 miles from the imperilled South Korean capital 
The columns were in the van of six Chinese Com- 
munist armies which carved a salient in the allied 
lines.

Too Much, Too Little 


Under a new federal policy of immigra- 
tion, Canada will advance to prospective 
immigtants part of the cost of their trans- 
portation to this country which must be 
repaid within 24 months, 

Immigrants will be required to con- 
tribute not less than $30 of their own 
money to the expenses of their journey 
to Canada. 

The plan is not a good one because it 
will bring thousands of new settlers to this 
country under the burden of debt. It will 
settle these people in this country in the 
tradition of debt. 

Moreover, the manner in which new 
settlers will be required to bind them- 
selves to the same employer until enough 
money has been deducted from their wages 
to repay the federal government is too 
unpleasantly like bonded slavery. 

Clearly this scheme of assisted immi- 
gration gives far too much or far too 


little, 


If the immigrant is not the right type 
for this country, it is gross extravagance 
to a five cent piece on him, 

he is the right type for this coun 
and if he will make a useful and solid citi- 
zen, the government would be gett a 
bargain if it paid all his transportation 
expenses with no demand for repayment 
at all, 

Productive citizens are beyond price 
because production is the only possible 
source of a country’s wealth, 

Unproductive citizens are an expensive 
liability at best. 

One thing is certain, new citizens can- 
not be bought at so much a pound on the 
hoof, like cattle. But that, it appears, is 
just what the government proposes to do. 

What is needed above everything else 
is exceedingly careful screening of every 
potential settler. If a man passes oll the 
tests, no sum is too much to establish him 


usefully in Canada. 


Legalities and Illegalities 


It is thoroughly absurd, of course, that 
it has taken the Edmonton city council 
something like 40 years to pass a bylaw 
making it illegal for unscrupulous persons 
to sneak through the rear doors of transit 
vehicles. 

But it is equally absurd that those in 
charge of transit vehicles have been given 
no authority, apparently, to é¢ject nui- 
sances and objectionable persons from 
their buses and trams, 

We are not aware of the legal rights 
and responsibilities of bus drivers and 
motormen in this matter. But we are 
aware that in most other Canadian cities, 
notably Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver, 
it is no uncommon thing to Bee a transit 
employe refund the fares of drunks and 
quarrelsome persons and compel them to 
leave the vehicle, by force if necessary. 

Particularly on festive occasions, there 


are too many of these breaches of the 
peace in Edmonton buses and trams, 

Sometimes it is children, quite old 
enough to know better, who rush up and 
down the aisles, jostling elderly persons 
and setting up a deafening din, 

Sometimes it is hilarious gentlemen 
who begin by being amusing and end by 
being disgusting. 

here is no reason why transit patrons 
should have to tolerate any of these nui- 
sances, 

And while the city council is passing 
legislation to prohibit cheating on fares, 
it would be well to pass a little more legis- 
lation instructing drivers to toss uproari- 
ous and objectionable nuisances out on 
their ears. 

A bus driver at all times should have 
the legal right to maintain order and rea- 
sonable quiet in his vehicle. 


No Appeasement for Mr. Nehru 


It is edifying to learn from English 
press despatches that, when the Common- 
wealth prime ministers begin their con- 
ference in London next Thursday, they 
will greet India’s Mr. Nehru with especial 
tenderness becuuse Mr. Nehru comes to 
the conference as “the authentic voice of 
Asia.” 

“The main effort at the conference,” 
Says one story, “may be concentrated on 
winning India for the west.” 

Since Mr. Nehru comes to London with 
a budget of demands for economic assist- 
ance to raise the standard of liviug for the 
Indian people, it might be more appropri- 
ate to refer to the gentleman, not as the 
“authentic voice of Asia,” but ag the 
authentic voice of blackmail. 

Mr. Nehru has not demonstrated great 
wisdom in his recent behaviour during the 
Korean crisis. That wisdom may decrease 
since the death of Mr. V. Patel, the most 
intelligent of the group of*theorists which 
led India to premature and very hazardous 
independence. 

Mr. Nehru would certainly be most un- 
wise if he were to arrive in London de- 
manding economie concessions to remedy 
India’s poverty, which arises chiefly from 
an inordinate and devastating birth rate, 
as the price of leading Asia away from 
Communism, 


ODDS AND ENDS 


The Commonwealth prime ministers 
would be most unwise to subscribe to any 
such blatant extortion, 

Mr. Nehru should produce before he 
ig paid. 

If he were to announce in London that 
India is prepared to stand out against 
Communist aggression, there might be a 
case for large scale gifts to his country. 

But to give money or goods to India at 
present would be to hand them over to a 
country that cannot be defended, because 
of its own foolish policies, against Commu- 
nist aggression, 

Mr. Nehru’s world leadership will be a 
flimsy thing so long as he continues to 
flirt with Moscow. 

The best that can be hoped for in the 
Indian situation is that Mr, Nehru will re- 
cover sufficient sense in the near future 
to permit the “imperialists,” against 
whom he constantly preaches, to estavlish 
a military stronghold in South India as 
one of the remaining beachheads against 
Communism in Southeast Asia. 

If Mr. Nehru has to be bribed to allow 
this, the Commonwealth prime ministers 
would be foolish to waste time on him. 

It is rapidly coming to a point of 
crisis in Asia where Mr. Nehru's good will 
or ill will matters very little because Mr. 
Nehru himself may be numbered among 
the next victims,
